Local Reserve Unit Plans 
For First Summer Camp 


Preparations are underway 
for the unit at the Army Re- 
serve Center in Elba to attend 
two weeks annual training this 
summer, According to Captain 
Joe Johnson, the Center com~ 
mander, this fulfills oné of the 
most important training mis- 
sions of the Army Reserve. 

Captain Johnson listed the 
unit as the 191st Maintenance 
Company. The. commander 
added that, for this unit, 
annual training will take place 
at an Army post where Re- 
servists will train with active 
Army countrparts. 

“For example, the 191st 
Maintenance Company will 
travel to Ft, Benning at Col- 
umbus, Georgia, where Re- 
servists will train directly 
with active Army members of 
the 598th Maintenance Com- 
pany. Such training will help 
establish uniformity and com- 
patibility among the three 
components that make up the 
total Army - the Active Com- 
ponent, the Army National 
‘Guard, and the Army Reserve,’’ 
the commander said, 

"This integrated training is 
part of the Total Army policy, 
a concept on which the Army 
bases its structure and readi- 
hess to respond to emergen- 
cies,’’ Captain Johnson said. 


The Center commander ex- 
plained that our nation’s de- 
fense rests not just on the 
shoulders of the Active Army, 
but also on those of the Re- 
serve components which have 
become the primary sourcé of 
reinforcement in the event of 
a future war. 

Statistics reveal that more 
than 65 percent of the total 
tactical support and 66 per- 
cent of the Army’s total medi- 
cal capability are in the Re- 
serve components. In terms 
of personnel and equipment, 
about half the Army’s combat 
power is now in the Army Re- 


serve and Army National 
Guard,’’ the commander went 
on to say. 


In emphasizing the im- 
portance of annual training, 
Captain Johnson said that these 
two weeks will provide the op- 
portunity to perform in a 
‘full-time’ Army environment, 
a condition not normally availe 
able to Reserve units during 
the 16 hours a month of drill 
periods. 

Captain Johnson concluded 
with the statement: ‘‘There is 
a morale factor here, too, 
which should not be over- 
looked, Boht the Reservists 
and active Army soldier will 
have the opportunity to eye- 


witness the proficiency of the 
other which can only help to 
establish an atmosphere of 
mutual respect.’’

Controlled burning can 
be extremely valuable in con- 
trolling undesirably trees in 
pine stands. It is also val- 
uable for controlling undesir- 
able underbrush,

of landowners in the county 
who are interested in doing 
something about their forest 
lands, They are realizing more 
every year the importance of 
improving timber management. 
I don’t think there is any doubt 
about it. As an agricultural 
county, we are weaker in time 
ber management than in any 
other phase ofagriculture.

BOAR TESTING 

Good progress is being 
made on the construction of the 
boar testing station at Head- 
land. Coffee County producers 
will benefit when this facility 
becomes operational. 

Right now, it is important 
for purebred breeders in Ala- 
bama to contact their county 
agent’s office for information 
on consigning boars to the test- 
ing station. 

Jerry Van Dyke, Extension 
Swine specialist at Headland, 
pointed out that boars to be 
tested must be born between 
July 1 and July 31. The boars’ 
litters must be nominated with- 
in 10 days after they are far- 
rowed to insure correct birth- 
date. We have the nomination 
cards and the regulations a- 
bout consigning boars to the 
testing station at our office in 
New Brockton. Get in touch 
with Dan Presley or with me 
for further information...

ACCURATE CROP CERT-— 
IFICATION NEEDED 

‘Crop acreage anduse must 
be reported accurately on a 
field by field basis,’’ Robert 
English, an official with the 
Coffee County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee, said. 

English indicated that the 
importance of farmers making 
correct reports on their 1978 


planted acreage of program 
crops cannot be over em- 
phasized. Its a requirement 


for eligibility for commodity 


and disaster and emergency 
program assistance. 

‘The local ASCS office staff 
helps farmers be accurate by 
using aerial photographs for 
making field boundaries,’’ En- 
glish said. ‘‘With these photo- 
graphs, farmers will be able 
to identify the fields that are 
devoted to program crops, 
set-aside, or diversion, The 
use of some crops also must 
be reported.’’ 

Final date for making cer- 
tification reports to ASCS 
on peanuts, cotton, corn, grain 
sorghum, soybeans, and design- 
ated set-aside acreages will 
be July 31, 1978. Adjustmeat 
of acreages after the final 


‘certification date is not per- 


mitted. 

English said that if farmers 
wish still more accurate mea- 
surement of acreage, it is av- 
ailable at cost from ASCS, 

Farmers who grow tobacco 
and other marketing quota crops 
(extra long staple cotton and 
peanuts) should continue to re- 
port their acreages as in 
past years. These crops are 
not affected by set-aside or 
other program requirements.

Would 
you like to fish at a lake where 
your chances of catching a lun- 
ker bass are far better than 
on public reservoirs or where 
you could consistently cate 
bream that averaged more 
than one-half pound? How about 
a limit of six catfish that av- 
eraged two pounds each? 

The Game and Fish Divi- 
Sion manages 19 state-owned 
public fishing lakes located in 
17 counties of Alabama which 
can provide fishing of this type. 
These 19 lakes range in size 
from 13 to_183 surface acres 
for a combined total of 1,563 
surface acres of water, andare 


managed by the Fisheries Sec- 
tion of the Game and Fish 
Division. Each year, fishermen 
catch 


loans, target price protection Pounds of fish per acre from 


these lakes. 

These state lakes were built 
in areas which did not have 
sufficient streams or lakes 
to meet the needs of the fish- 
ing public. As a result, these 
lakes receive extremely heavy 
fishing pressure. To provide 
the best possible fishing under 
this heavy pressure the lakes 
are intensely managed by the 
Fisheries Section. The lakes 
are fertilized to increase fish 
production and decrease under- 
water vegetation, Balance and 
general management checks 


are conducted by fisheries 
biologists throughout the year. 
Based on these checks, various 
management techniques are em~- 
ployed to keep fishing success 
at a high level. A few of these 
techniques are corrective re- 
stocking of bass fingerlings, 
temporarily closing the lake to 
bass fishing, reducing the daily 
limit for a particular species, 
supplemental feeding, and 
treatment with fish toxicants 
to remove overcrowded forage 
fish. These state lakes were 
once primarily bass-bluegill- 
redear lakes but through acon- 
tinuing research program, 


other species such as catfisn, 
crappie, walleye, and hybrid 
Saltwater stripes are now being 
studied or are entering into 
the overall management pro- 
gram to further improve 
fishing. 

The daily creel limit at 
most public fishing lakes is 
two striped bass or hybrids, 
six walleye, six catfish, six 
bass, 20 bream and 50 crappie. 
The limit on individual spe- 
cies may be adjusted at each 
lake to assist in the man- 
agement of the fish population. 
Fishermen should check with 
the lake concessionaire to de- 
termine if there are any 
changes in the general creel 
limit, 

Fishing hours are from day- 
light to dark at all lakes and 


most lakes are closed one day , 


a week. A daily $1.00 fishing 
permit is required of all 
fishermen 12 years of age or 
older. This permit is re- 
quired in addition to the app- 
ropriate county or state fishing 
license, 

Boats are available for rent 
at each lake and fishing li- 
censes and tackle are also 
available. Gasoline powered 


at the 


outboard motors are prohibited 
on all the lakes except Cham- 
bers, Fayette and Walker 


County Public Lakes. Fisher-~,. 


men may use a 10 hp. or 
Smaller motor operated at 
trolling speed only at Cham- 
bers and Walker County Public 
Lakes, Up to a 6 hp. motor 
may be used at Fayette County 
Public Lake. Electric trolling 
motors may be used on all 
lakes. These are available 
for rent at several of the 
lakes. 

Many of the state-owned pu- 
blic fishing lakes are good for 
bass fishing. The bass average 
more than three pounds each.

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That is an exceptionally large 


average size! 

Each year there are some 
trophy bass caught from these 
public fishing lakes. Bass 
nine to ten pounds have been 
Caught at almost every one 
of the 19 lakes, while bass 
weighing up to 13 pounds have 
been caught at several lakes. 
The most consistent trophy pro- 
ducers are Chambers, 
Crenshaw, Dale, DeKalb, Lee 
and Monroe Public Fishing 
Lakes. Washington County Lake 
was stocked seven years ago 
with Florida bass and has be- 
gun to produce trophy size 
bass.

Damage Plants 


Gardeners who smoke may 
be hazardous to their plants, 

According to researchers 
at Mississippi State Univer- 
sity, paople who smoke ciga- 
rettes and cigars can pick up 
the tobacco mosaic virus on 
their hands. And pass it on 
to their plants. When they do, 
they can stunt the growth of 
the plants and make the lea- 
ves pucker, 

The virus, says Dr, Wile 
liam Moore, is usually found 
in about 60 percent of cigar- 
ettes. It is not usually remo-~ 
ved before the tobacco is rolled 
into cigars and cigarettes. Smo- 
can cause serious da- 
mage to plats just by brush- 
ing against them with their 
fingers. 

Tomatoes and peppers are 
especially susceptible to the 
virus. And soma greenhouse 
producers now require smokers 
to dip their hands in milk be- 
fore touching the plants. Pro- 
teins in milk inactivate the vi- 
rus and prevent its spread. 
Some producers set a bucket 
of milk out in the field, and 
workers who smoke dip their 
hands in the bucket after every 
cigarette. 

The Alabama Lung Asso- 
ciation has another s»lution. 
They recommend that smokers 
prevent damage to their plants 
and even greater damage to 
their ows lungs by kicking the 
smoking habit altogether. 

The latest government sur- 
vey showed that nine out of 
ten smokers say they would 
quit, if there were an easy 
way. And lung associations 
across the country are ready 
to help smokers find those ways.
